Local Agency Outreach Spotlight 
 

Sheridan County (Sidney/Plentywood) has published an ad in the Sidney Herald every 3 months for the 

last year. They’ve worked with public health departments in Daniels, Sheridan, and Richland Counties. 

They’ve networked with local health care providers, and their local OPA offices.  

 

Sheridan has promoted word of mouth outreach, and encouraged participants to tell their friends and 

relatives who may be eligible about WIC services. These activities have proven successful; along with 

the downturn in the local oil industry, Sidney has seen an increase in participation. 

Map: Risk of Lead Poisoning in America  

 

This map, updated on April 6, 2016 from the Washington State Department of Health, presents the lead 

exposure risk in every community throughout America.  

 

Places where kids would experience the highest and lowest risks of lead poisoning are 

identified; however, the purpose in creating this map was not to just treat lead poisoning, but to prevent 

exposure from happening in the first place.  Check out the hot spots in Montana.

Question:  Where can you find the reset local reference data command for the M-Spirit program, and 

how often should it be used? 

Answer:  The reset local reference data command can be found by hovering over the blue W, in the 

system tray by the clock and calendar display in the bottom left part of the screen, and doing a right 

click.  Highlight “Reset local reference data” and left click for execution. 

We recommend Resetting at least weekly and anytime there is change to your to data. 

 

Weekly Risk Code Highlight 
 

 

Risk Code 903, Foster Care is defined as entering the foster care system during the previous six 

months or moving from one foster care home to another foster care home during the previous six 

months. 

An example of when this code could be used is when a guardian brings a child into an appointment and 

shows the foster care placement papers. Kinship care is NOT considered foster care for the code.
